The comparison of the mortality with the of- 
ficial population has dissipated the claim that 
xt, Louis is the healthiest city@n the country. 
Not only that, but even Chicago, with its foul 
swelling lagoon, its natural incapacity for 
drainage and its fickle temperature, shows a 
slightly better average on the total mortality 
than St. Louis. The Post-DIsPATCH printed 
sme suggestive figures yesterday. It was 
shown by these that the mortality from those 
yvmot je scourges, searlati na, diphtheria, 
croup and whooping cough, Which claim hun- 
dreds of victims yearly in all the other large 
cities, almost pass St. Louis by. The last an-

vreater size. The recorded statistics of past 
veurs bear me bout in the statement that the 
percentage of deaths from diseases due to pre- 
yentable eauses,islower here than in any other 
large city inthe country. No special credit 
can be claimed by any one on this account, 
however,as Many natural conditions of terrene 
wuite to produce this result. One explanation 
of the fact may be found in the generally ele- 
sated character of the site of the city, to which 
rule there is only occasional and unimportant 
exceptions, and consequently the rapid fall in 
the systems of sewers and drains towards their 
outletin the river.

She was one of the most valuable stern-wheel 
boats on the river, and belonged to the Pitts- 
burg, Huntington, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
Line. At the time of her sinking she was en 
route to St. Low’, with a valuable cargo on 
board, aud had sought a refage in the mouth

Ohio. Her freight is principally from Hunt- 
ington, Ironton and Ashland, and consists of 
iron and nails. She is valued at $5,000, and in- 
sured in Cincinnati companies for 426,000.

WHEAT, SALT AND CLOVER. 

From the Michigan Farmer. / 

Perhaps there is no one crop of all the 
farmer’s productions that is so little under- 
stood, or rather in which the requisite condi- 
tions for its best success are so imperfectly 
understood; or, in view of its universal impor- 
tance, in which little effort and study are de- 
voted to fully understand all its requirements. 
Liebig and others, best informed on the sub- 
ject, tell us that soils impoverished of their 
alkaline and phosphatic ingredients cannot 
possibly produce first-class crops of wheat in 
quantity and quality. 

A very small per cent of potash only is need- 
ed, but that little is absolutely essential, and 
must be supplied in some way. In _ localities 
where wood ashes,- commercial potash or sal 
| soda are not easily and cheaply obtainable, 
caustic lime mixed into the soil is, perhaps, 
the cheapest and readiest way to revive worn- 
out land, with the plowing in of clover, peas, 
buckwheat or some other green crop rich in 
alkaline substances. It is well-known that 
lands which overlie or are contiguous to lime- 
stone formations last much longer under 
cropping with wheat than lands where there 
is no limestone connected with them. 

Here there is a foundation and starting point 
| for continuously successful wheat growing. 
A good rank crop of large red clover, treated 
with 200 to 300 pounds of plaster (gypsum) 
per acrein the warm fall, and then as much 
more in April or May, and then in July treat- 
ed to eight or ten bushels of lime per acre, 
then all plowed, rolled and harrowed and 
seceded to wheat—soaked in salt brine—put in 
with «a drill, is a preparation that, in most 
cases, will give three to four successive heavy 
crops of wheat, with only the application of 
| five bushels of limetothe acre at each seeding 

and 200 pounds of plasterto the acre each 
spring, in April—or earlier,in March. This 
is the cheapest and surest means known to the 
writer for keeping the land in a condition to 
produce good wheat vear after year. 

But from various facts, acquired from both 
experience and observation, itis known that 
salt will do more in proportion to cost to pre- 
serve healthy soil, healthy grain and destroy 
insects than any other ingredient yet tried; 
very few worms or bugs can live in the soil 
where there is much salt: when applied to 
growing vegetables, salt will kill them, except 
in winter when they are frozen; but salt when 
harrowed into the soil at the time of seeding, 
or before the young grain is up, is highly ben- 
eti¢ial: also When sowed upon pastures, mead- 
ows and growing crain in the winter, it is sure 
to secure luxuriant growth in the spring. Ina 
large majority of instances where tried, this 
use of salton the wheat crop has prevented all 
mildew and rust, besides doing much to pre- 
vent the depredation of various insects. Le- 
ports from Tennessee, Missouri, Indiana and 
other States, where rust has been most injur- 
ious, state that itis almost wholly prevented, 
particularly where the seed is soaked in salt 
brine and salt applied Itherally to the soil 
about the time of seeding. 

CHICKEN CIIOLERA. 

The symptoms of chicken cholera are loss of 
strength and drooping of the wings. The 
feathers on its body rise and make it look like 
u Dull. Au unconquerable sleepiness overs 
Whelins it. If it ix compelled to open its eves 
itappears as if awakened from a profound 
sleep, und soon closes its evelids aguin. Fre- 
quently it dies in a mute agony without hav- 
ing changed its position. If it happens to 
move its wings fora few. seconds it is with 
creat difficulty. The temperature offthe body 
rises: the comb becomes violet in consequence 
of «a modification of the circulation: finally, 
death intervenes in a few hours after the first 
appearance of the symptoms. The excre- 
ments of the sick birds coming in contact with 
foul eaten by unaffected fows is the great 
enuse of the rapid spread of the contagion. 
Third, that the only practical remedy is the 
immediate removal from the poultry vard of 
wiithe fowls and the keeping of them in as 
many small lots as practicable until the dis- 
ease abutes. The poultry vard and houses 
should then be thoroughly cleansed, the man- 
ure removed, and walls and roosts thoroughly 
Washed and scrubbed with an old broom, with 
Water prepared as follows: To each gallon of 
water add six texspoonsful of sulphurie acid. 
At the expiration of ten days the fowls can 
then be returned to their original quarters. 

Now ADH A COW. 

Having had a good deal of experience in 
handling cows, buying and keeping them, ! 
vive the readers of the Farmer, as near as 
Lean, the outlines of a good cow. In the first 
place, Will sav that 1 believe in the Guenon 
escutcheon, but still | think it needs a good 
deal of studving to understand it.

Width of hipx, ThE “back bone should be 
rough or loose-jointed. | consider this one of 
the best points. Asx voumove your hand along 
the back the joints seem to be farther apart 
und open. Barrel broad and deep at the flank, 
With the back ribs wide apart. Rump long 
und rather wide: thighs long, thin and wide 
upart, With legs short and bone tine: hoofs 
rather long but small: milk veins large, and 
where they enter the body von can stick vour 
fingers in. Udder well forward and well up 
behind, with four good large teats set square 
und wide apart. Udder soft and pliable and 
not fleshy, so that when the milk is drawn the 
udder is nearly gone, Tail long and slim with 
a good switch. Skin should he soft and vel- 
low. With a good escutcheon, and milddispo- 
sition. The cow filling the above description, 
or nearly so, I have alwaysifound tobe a good 
mle, 

SHEEP IN WINTER. 

The idea that beeause sheep are naturally 
clothed they need but little shelter is a bad 
one. They can live through considerable ex - 
posture and privation, but under these adverse 
circumstances they do not thrive, and = the 
owner does not find them pretitable, The 
practice of many farmers of leaving their 
sheep in the tields very late in the Senson— 
even until the ground is covered with mou — 
is productive of a vipat deal of suffering to the 
animals, and involves considerable pecuniary 
loss for themsclves, The wool ix injured, ane 
the quantity which is produced will he con- 
siderable less than it would have been if the 
whe yp had been property eared for. Anvthing 
Which interferes with the comfort and health 
ofthe sheep will injure the quality of the 
wool Ifthe sheep are usually fed well, but 
ure sometimes Kept short fora few weeks, 
there willbe weak spots in their wool at 
sheorluy titne. These * enk places represent 
the growth which was made] while the sheep 
were badly Kept. 

PROPER CARE OF BULLS, 


We might as well sav bere that bulls for 
anything like extensive serviee should not be 
wowed to run with the herd, lest he should 
usclessly Waste his procreative powers. Nor 
should be be contined to u close stall, shut out 
from sunlight and deprived of healthful exer- 
else gut of doors. A fair-sized, strong vard 
should be provided. K vearling bull, where 
only one service is premitted when required, 
ean serve, twenty-five to thirty eows, H man- 
aged with judgment. Young. bulls during 
the season of service should be generously fed 
and daily groomed and have from four to six 
hours’ outdoor exercise. A ticht board fence 
ix het forthe vari, ax thix will prevent the 
wear aud tear of bis system keeping the eat-

They.undoubtedly get much food in the fields, 
the scattered grain, the Choppers,“ worms, 
etc., but then that must be supplemented by 
daily or twice daily feeds of grain atthe barn. 
Turkeys cannot bear confinement, especially 
when in small flocks orsingly, and should 
never be confined longer than a week or ten 
days before killing. An ordinary rail pen is 
one of the best for the purpose, for they like 
to be on the ground.

Household Notes. 


TAPIOCA SOoUr.—Make a beef soup 
with two pounds of meat and bone, and two 
and a half quarts of cold clear water, simmer- 
ing for four or five hours and adding an onion, 
some parsley and carrots. Put in a very little 
salt. Let the stock when done, get cold. 
Take the fat off the top, and re-heat the soup, 
putting ina tablespoon of tapioca to a quart 
of stock. Season to taste and add a few drops 
of lemon-juiee, 


LOBSTER Sauce.—Add toa half a pint of 
drawn butter sauce the chopped meat of the 
tail and claws of a lobster, a pinch of the cor- 
al which has been previously dried in thé 
oven and pounded, a little salt und a little 
cayenne pepper. The bits of lobster should 
be about the size ofa dime. Sprinkle what is 
left of the pounded coral over the fish when 
served. *ut the fish over the tire in cold 
water with a little salt and vinegarinit. Boil 
gently till done and drain thoroughly.

OLD WAPPING. 


A Visit to an Interesting Quarter of Lon- 


don. l 
Richard Grant White in Atlantic Monthly. 

Wapping is a narrow strip of old London, 
which lies below the ‘Tower and between Lon- 
don docks and the river. It is, as might be 
expected, wholly occupied by mariners, or 
these who supply their wants. It is very 
damp and very dingy, and everybody in it 
scems to smell of oakwu. The “stairs” in the 
song (which, by the way, is not very old, 
only of the last century) are the steps bE 4 
which, in the days of wherries and London 
watermen, when the river was the principal 
highway between London and Westminster, 
people descended to the river and took boat. 
There were Whitehall Stairs and many 
others, the names of which I do 
not -now remember. Some of these 
stairs were of marble, With an 
arched and pillared gateway. ‘They have dis- 
appeared only within the last half century, 
und 1 believe one of them still remains. A8 1 
walked throngh Wappimg,l saw ina dingy little 
window, on a dingy little card. Soup Id. & 
dinner 4d. and 5d.“ But as 1 did not visit 
Wapping to dine I did not go in, and so saved 
my fourpence. And who kuows but 1 might 
have been tempted into the exravagance of 
the extra penny! As there was no longer a 
wherty to be had at Wapping Stairs—which,if 
f eonld have had it, I showld certainly have 
tuken—I took one of the little steamers at 
London Bridge, ani eame home that way. But 
| had some compensation. (m th. 
Dont was u little band of min- 
strels, who were allowed to play for 
the few pence they could get. There was a 
fiddle, a flute, anda harp; and the harpist, 
although his instrument was very primitive 
in structure, but did not quite succeed in 
making me understand (whatl have never 
been altogether able to understand) how it 
was that David, by harp-playing could charm 
away Sauls evil spirit. But their music was 
not very bad, and mingled not unpleasantly 
with the plash of the boat, as we glided by the 
ola wharves and the Thames embankment. 
Euterpe had not watched over these her poor 
votaries, Who were sadly neglected and for- 
lorn. Their clothes had certainly been worn 
out by predecessors in their oecupaney, and 
had never fitted them, and they were = shiny 
und drawn into rucks.
